Heuators express a determination to 
tfake up the work of the session vigor­ 
ously in the beginning, with the hope 
of having it well advanced before the 
holidays, aud they are couuting upon 
taking up the appropriation bills at a 
very early date for the purpose of pre- 
veutuig an extra sessiou, due to any 
failure of part of the national budget. 
it is expected that the army deficiency 
bill will leach the senate during the 
■present week, the understand mg at t he 
north end of the capitol oeing that the 
house will dispose or it within a very 
few days after assembling. 
The com­ 
mittee un appropriations will bring it in 
surly for the double Durpose of having 
it pa8-ed quickly aud of testing the feel­ 
ing of senators on questions connected 
with the war. 
Duriug the closing days of tho last 
session iSeiiiiior Morgan gave notice of 
bis lateniion to call up the Nicaragua 
canal Lid at tho beginning of the pres­ 
ent session. 
He unquestionably will 
redeem this promise, and would doubt­ 
less seek the first opportunity but for 
the pos>ib.lity of change of sentiment 
in laver of having the government un­ 
dertake 
the 
entire responsibility of 
building the canal. 
All the indications 
kie that tins question will be one of 
♦he most prominent subjects under con­ 
sideration during the session. 
Opposition is developing to the bill 
which the Hawaiian commission will 
bring in and for which early considera­ 
tion will be asked. 
There is a consid­ 
erable contingent in the senate opposed 
to constituting tue islands into a terri­ 
tory because of the apprehension that 
they may be converted into a state, aud 
deliberate consideration of the subject 
’will be asked. 
V\ hile it is quite too early to reach a 
definite conclusion there are decided in­ 
dications of a disposition on the part of 
the teuate to condue the session’s work 
to routine measures and the appropria­ 
tion bill-4, and it need surprise no oue if 
the close of the session would demon­ 
strate that this general policy had been 
ibpr&ued.

He boarded the 
ship and asked to be shown to the ad­ 
m iral’s cabin 
Dewey was sitting at a 
table w ith the captain of the ship 
Booth said: “ I saluted and said, ‘Ad­ 
m iral, I want to go to H ongkong,’ and 
he says pleasantlike, ‘ W ell, my boy, 
yon come aboard and w e’ll take you. 
I salutes again and ducks. ” 
He was IS days on the Olympia and 
bad a great time, as the sailors gave 
bim presents and saw that be had all 
the good things there were to eat.

It was my good fortune ou Oct. 15 to 
rttend a grand fiesta and w itness a re­ 
view cf the Filipino army by Em ilio 
Aguinaldo, president of the so culled 
Republica Filipinas. 
The scene of the 
festivities was the pueblo of Ban her - 
uaurio, capital city of the province of 
Pampanga, some CO m iles from Manila 
aud the place of residence of some of 
the w ealthy sugar planters who are 
backing the insurrection. 
At the fete mentioned it was my 
good fortune to be the guest of one of 
these wealthy backers of the insurrec­ 
tion 
We left the station at Manila at 
6 o’clock in the morning. 
Our party 
consisted of three American officers and 
the w ife of one of them. 
There was a 
large crowd assembled at the San Fer­ 
nando station when we arrived. 
Au 
elegant carriage, drawn by four gayly 
caparisoned aud decorated w hite horses, 
was in waiting for President A guinal­ 
do, w hile the Galle Real (the Royal 
road, as the main thoroughfare every­ 
where is called) was lined w ith sol­ 
diers, who laced inward from opposite 
sides of the street, the men being at 
intervals of about five yards and the 
line extending over a distance of nearly 
tw o m iles. 
Between 
these lines we 
drove in the fine carriages our host 
(w ho had gone up the day before) had 
sent to the station to m eet us, receiving 
salutes from the soldiers as we passed 
and beiug objects of intense curiosity 
aud interest to the thousands of natives 
who lined the streets. 
It was indeed a 
triumphal procession of the first Ameri­ 
cans who had been seen in that section 
of the country. 
The entire route was 
lined w ith decorations of colored paper 
on bamboo frames and at intervals tho 
street was spanned by handsome arches, 
made of bamboo poles interlaced w ith 
woven bamboo strips. 
These arches 
were graceful and artistic in design, 
aud in this respect more than com pen­ 
sated for their lack of the massive effect 
so characteristic of the triumphal arches 
constructed for American celebrations. 
They had the advantage also of cheap­ 
ness, for the entire half dozen did not 
cost as much or contain ae much m a­ 
terial as one average arch of American 
design and construction. Here is a sug­ 
gestion to American Fourth of July 
com m ittees to dw ell upon. 
To us the most significant feature of 
the decorations was the blending of the 
American and Filipino flags. 
Every 
short distance there was a pole bearing 
a shield, on which were the letters “ U 
S." at the top and “ R. P .” at the bot­ 
tom, with our flag depending from one 
side and the sun aud stars emblem of 
the island republic from the other, tea 
tifving to the idea of the people that the 
United States and the Republica F ili­ 
pinas were united. 
This was the key 
note of our treatment, and on every side 
we heard the exclam ations, “ Buenos 
Americanos, 
Vive los Estados Uni- 
dos,” “ V ive la Republica F ilip in as.” 
W e were driven to the house of our 
host, a casa grande in very truth, and 
were given breakfast aud a smoke, tho 
latter both before and after eating. It is 
impossible to enter a F ilipino house, 
from the grandest hacienda to the mean­ 
est hut of palm thatched bamboo, w ith 
out being offered a cigarette as soon as 
the ceremony of shaking hands has been 
concluded, and this invitation general­ 
ly includes a cigar and is alm ost alw ays 
followed by the tender of som ething to 
drink and to eat. 
They are royal hosts, 
these Filipinos, and go to the lim it of 
their means and are courtesy and gen­ 
uine kindliness personified. 
We were, 
I of course, at this tim e specially enter- 
i tained, but I have found the same spirit 
to be all pervading wherever I have 
been, in country aud city alike, 
lf one 
! dares to express his thanks for such 
courtesies, ho is at once overwhelmed 
with the assurance that the w hole house 
and all its inm ates are at his service. I 


I am the possessor on this basis of several 
I of the finei-1 residences rn Pampanga 
and a retinue of servants that would 
pauperize an Astor for their support 
The dinner table is always set, and 
there are alw ays fruit, wine, soup and 
delicate cakes for those who do not de 
sire a heartier meal The entertainment 
expenses m ust be large in the course of 
a year, for friends come in by the dozens 
every day 
As for servants and hangers 
on in these grand houses, they are as 
thick as flies 
Three or four meet one 
in the entrance below, others greet you 
on the stairs, others aw ait you in the 
hall, w hile still others swarm in the 
dining room and kitchen 
There is not 
much room required for their accommo­ 
dation, for they bleep on woven palm 
m ats on the floor, the mats being rolled 
up and put away in the daytim e 
If

Education 
was started in secret societies and it was 
that therein that written language was!

possible The P h o n ecia n s, the Egyptians, 
the Greeks and the Romans had secret 
societies, the principle s. plans and objects 
of which were based iii the education of 
their m em b ers in religion and in science.

D ia m o n d S et S a w . 
A circular saw for cutting stone is 
being employed in the construction of 
the buildings for the Paris exposition. 
It consists of a steel disk over six feet 
in diameter which has about 200 dia­ 
monds set in its rim. The saw is mount­ 
ed upon a suitable shaft and driven by 
steam power at about 300 revnolutions 
per miuute, for hard etoue, at which 
rate about one foot per minute can be 
cut*. For soft stone steel teeth are used, 
with diamonds every fifth tooth, and 
the rate of advance is about three feet 
per minute. 
It is estimated that the 
stone is cut in this way at from oue- 
eigbth to one-teutb the cost of hand la­ 
bor.—San Francisco Chronicle.

T he larger a cannon the more exten­ 
sive are the injuries it receives with 
sach successive discharge. 
All damage 
done to a gun is internal. The separate 
action of the powder and the projectile 
damages the piece every time it is aimed 
and fired. Obviously the amount of the 
damage depends upon the material and 
workmanship of the gun. 
Men who 
make big guns describe the harm done 
their pets w ith many intricate and puz­ 
zling terms of a scientific turn. In one 
case a gun is damaged because the part 
of the bore which contains the powder 
enlarged. This happens when the 
metal is compressed, and it is more dan­ 
gerous and more plainly seen if the 
gunners have been using wads between 
their explosive and their projectile. 
Then, again, cavities are produced by 
the melting away of a part of the metal 
by the heat of combustion of the charge. 
Cracks come from the tearing asunder 
of the particles of the metal at the sur­ 
face of the bore. When it is first made, 
a crack of this particular kind is barely 
perceptible, but it increases each time 
the gun is fired. Gradually it extends 
com pletely through the side of the 
piece. The crack usually begins at the 
junction of the chamber with the bore, 
simply became, as guns now are, this 
part is not so well supported as the 
others. 
Edward S. Farrow, U. S. A., is au­ 
thority on damage to guns, although, 
like all others who have studied the 
question, he does not agree w ith very 
mauy authorities on all the points to 
consider in the life of acanuon. He con­ 
tends that farrowing or scoring produced 
by the erosive action of inflamed gases 
is the great disease which attacks the 
very big guns first. 
This particular in­ 
jury is most apparent where the current 
of the pas is most rapid or at the inte­ 
rior orifice of the vent and on the sur­ 
face of the bore, directly over the seat 
of the projectile. This scoring begins 
very early in the life of a very large 
gun, bat it is conceded that- it does not 
become very im portant until the piece 


h a s been discharged considerably. Lieu­ 
tenant Farrow describes this scoring as 
resembling the bark of an aged elm tree, 
the metal being eaten away into irregu­ 
lar furrows aud ridges. 
In extreme 
cases, however, scoring has not killed 
the goo, although in some cases it has 
acted like a wedge and split the bore at 
the place attacked. 
Where the action of the projectile bas j 
ruined the gun the damage has been 
done around the projectile and in front 
of it. The elasticity of the metal and 
the crowding up of portions of it in ; 
front of the shot cause a rebounding 
process. The projectile, carried forward 
by the force of tba charge, strikes 
against the upper part of the bore; then 
it is sent against the bottom and again 
bounds to the top, and so on until it 
emerges from the piece- 
The effect of 
this bounding motion is to raise and de­ 
press the gun in its trunnion boles. The 
accuracy of fire is diminished, and, of 
course, the gun is unfit for service. 
Bronze guns are the worst sufferers in 
this way. Mortars—short and dumpy— 
are not affected. 
To stop the bounding of the projectile 
gunners wrap the shell in cloth or pa- 
I per or else shift the base of the mass

All damage 
done to a gun is internal. The separate 
action of the powder and tho projectile 
damages the piece every time it is aimed 
and fired. Obviously the amount of the 
dairnge depends upon the material and 
workmanship of the gun. 
Men who 
make big guns describe the harm done 
their pets with many intricate aud puz­ 
zling terms of a scientific turn. In one 
case a gnu is damaged because tho part 
of the Imre which contains the powder 
is enlarged. 
This happens when the 
metal is compressed, and it is more dan­ 
gerous and more plainly seen if the 
gunners have been using wads between 
their explosive and their projectile. 
Then, again, cavities are produced by 
the melting away of a part of the metal 
by the heat of combustion of the charge. 
Crac ks come from the tearing asunder 
of the particles of the metal at the sur­ 
face of the bore. When it is first made, 
a crack of this particular kind is barely 
perceptible, bnt it increases each time 
the gun is fired. 
Gradually it extends; 
completely through the side of tile \ 
piece. 
The crack usually begins af the j 
junction of the chamber with the bore, i 
simply became, as guns now are. this ! 
part is not so well supported as the I 
others. 
Edward S. Farrow, U. S. A., is an- j 
thorny on damage to guns, although, j 
like all others who have studied the 
question, he does not agree with very 
many authorities on all the points to ! 
consider in the life of acanuon. He con­ 
tends that furrowing or scoring produced 
by the erosive action of inflamed gases 
is the great disease which attacks the 
very big guns first. 
This particular in­ 
jury 19 most apparent wbere tho current 
of the gas is most rapid or at the inte­ 
rior orifice of the veut and on the sur­ 
face of the bore, directly over the seat 
of the projectile. This scoring begins 
very early in the life of a very large 
gun, bat it is conceded that it does not 
become very important until the piece 
has been discharged considerably. Lieu­ 
tenant Farrow describes this scoring as 
resembling the bark of an aged elm tree, 
the meta) being eaten away into irregu­ 
lar furrows and ridges. 
In extreme 
cases, however, scoring has not killed 
the gun, altbongb in some cases it has 
acted like a wedge and split the bore at 
the place attacked. 
Wbere the action of the projectile bas 
ruined the gun the damage has been j 
done around the projectile and in front 
of it. The elasticity of the metal and 
the crowding up of portions of it in 
front of the shot cause a rebounding 
process. The projectile, carried forward 
by the force of the charge, strikes 
against the upper part of the bore; then 
it is sent against the bottom and again 
bounds to the top, and so on anti! it 
emerges from the piece.

Monkeys in India are an unmitigated 
nuisance, especially iii the country. 
I 
have often come across in tho jungles 
adjoining the villages of northern Ben­ 
gal whole troops of them, whose depre­ 
dations in fields and orchards were the 
despair of the unfortunate villagers. 
Tin se troops always consisted of oue 
bn^e malo and ubout IOO females. 
The 
fact is, when a little monkey is born in 
the pack, it is suffered to live if a fe­ 
male, but instantly killed by the father 
if it happens to be a male Tho mother, 
however, sometimes manages to hide 
the little oue until he is able to get 
about aud then sends him away before 
I the big male catches sight of him. 
In 
this way it often happens that indi­ 
vidual males are to be tomid living by 
themselves in Ringle blessedness. Now, 
getting tired of solitude after a time | 
and perhaps believing in union as a 
source of strength, these bachelors often 
join together aud form a pack of their 
own—as a sort of club. 
Then the fun begins. 
They want 
wives—very naturally. 
But how art* 
they to get them? 
All 
the female 
monkeys of the country belong to the 
harem of some big brute or other. 
Clearly, tho only solution-is to attack 
sueh a ban tu, kill the gotha (the afore* 


I said big brute), and then divide the 
spoils. 
Ho an ultimatum is sent—-aud 
rejected. 
W ar is declared. 
rl he battle | 
is a fierce ono aud often lasts several 
days. 
The party attacked always tries 
to retreat and often traverses several 
jungles, fields and even villages. 
But 
the pursuit is hot and vigorous, and at 
last a stand has to be made—sometimes 
I in a village green or even an orchard of 
some country mansion. 
In the actual 
fight 
the 
females generally remain 
faithful to their lord aud master and 
help him fiercely against his numerous 
assailants. But the result is a foregone 
conclusion, and the several widows, 
after a very short period of mourning— 
usually manifested by a show of ill 
temper-—are consoled by the victorious 
males. 
Now. th* se battles canso sad havoo to 
the fii Ids aud orchards of the country 
aud often prove a positive danger to tho 
people, for, though monkeys seldom a t­ 
tack men, woe to the luckless oue who 
ventures to come near them in their 
deadly struggle. Moreover, when pleased 
by bunger, these packs are not to be 
trifled with. 
You may not mind even 
the damage done to your orchard by 
hundreds of monkeys gobbling up every­ 
thing they can lay their hands on, but 
it is quite a different matter when you 
have to bhut your doors and windows 
aud stay in for days ut a time because of 
tho ai my outside. 
Consequently tbs Object of the natives 
is to break up these packs by capturing 
their leaders. Killing is against the dic­ 
tates of conscience, but capture is not, 
especially as the monkey is libexated in 
a short time, us will appear presently 
So, when a pack is about, the natives em­ 
ploy the following method: Close to ae 
orchard a bit of level space is selected 
aud a hole dug in it, about 2 feet deep 
and « or 8 inches in diameter. A noose 
is made at oue end of a long, stout cord 
aud placed over the mouth of tho hole. 
The cord is then passed through a pulley 
or ring attached to a tree close to the 
house and the other cml held some dis­ 
tance away by a concealed person.

The larger a cannon the more exten­ 
sive are the injuries it receives with 
each successive discharge. 
All damage 
done to a gnn is internal. The separate 
action of the powder and the projectile 
damages the piece every time it is aimed 
and fired. Obviously the amount of the 
damage depends npon the material and 
workmanship of the gun. 
Men who 
make big guns describe the harm done 
their pets with many intricate auf! puz­ 
zling terms of a scientific turn. In one 
case a gnn is damaged because the part 
of the bore which contains the powder 
enlarged. 
This happens when the 
metal is compressed, aud it is more dan­ 
gerous and more plainly seen if the 
gunners have been using wads between 
their explosive and their projectile. 
Then, again, cavities are produced by 
the melting away of a part of the metal 
by the heat of combustion of the charge. 
Crac ks come from the tearing asunder 
of the particles of the metal at the sur­ 
face of the bore. When it is first made, 
a crack of this particular kind is barely 
perceptible, but it increases each time 
the gun is fired. 
Gradually it extends 
completely through the side of the 
piece. 
The crack usually begins at the 
junction of the chamber with the bore, 
simply became, as guns now are. this 
part is not so well supported as the 
others.
